Mexico City, Dec.. 14—The rebels have 
failed in their attack on Tampico and have 
withdrawn some dstance from the city. 

Unofficial messages reaching here today 
fully corroborate the war office report of the 
rebel defeat yesterday as a result of a heavy 
and sustained bombardment by federal gun- 
boats and federal field artillery. They do not, 
however, bear out the idea ofarout. — 

In possession of the railroad yards through- 
out the battle, the rebels, when they were 
driven off, remained sufficiently cool in the 
face of the furious fire to take away with 
them every locomotive and most of the roll- 
ing stock. „ 


Rebel Loss Believed Great. 

That thé rebel loss was great is also empha- 
sized in these advices, which add that the 
buzzards which inhabit the Mexican coast 
and which for generations have been pro- 
tected by law floated today over the battle- 
fields in numbers so great as to present the 
appearance of low-lying black clouds. 

According to the federal report, 800 rebels 
were killed before they could get out of 
range, and this would mean many other hun- 
dreds wounded and probably left behind. 

It is regarded here as probable that the 
relief of Tampico is only temporary, and 


that before many days the rebels will re- 


sume the attack in greater numbers, although 
the three days battle has materially cut 
down their supply of ammunition. This may 
delay operations for a time. 


Says He Can Muster 1,000,000 Men. 

Replying to a letter sent him by the corre- 
spondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung, Presi- 
dent Huerta said that if it should become nec- 
essary he could put into service immediately 
more than 1,000,000 armed men. This state- 
ment he explv.ined as follows: 

“Without counting the 150,000 men of the 
national army, the government, in agreement 
‘with various states, has organized an armed 
‘forge for the local service of 1,000 men for 
each state. Also the government has ar- 
ranged with 52,000 farmers that they keep 
ten armed workmen each for their own pro- 
tection.” g 

President Huerta's reply to a question re- 
garding the state of Mexico's international 
relations was: ; 

“I can simply say that we are at peace 
with all the world. If itis true that one great 
people has withdrawn its good and important 
friendship, it is not we who are to blame. 


All Aliens Left City. 


Vera Cruz, Dec, 14.— The transfer of Amer- 
ican refugees to the battleships during the 
incessant fighting at Tampico was attended 
with considerable difficulty. Rear Admiral 
Fletcher's temporary flagship, the Tacoma, 
was run alongside the customs dock. The 
scout cruiser Chester proceeded one mile 
below, f 

The admiral gave orders that all Amer- 
icans should withdraw from the city. Even 
the German consul abandoned his residence 
and went aboard the Kronprinzessin Cecilie. 
The British admiral, Sir Christopher Crad- 
dock, took up his temporary headquarters 
on a merdéhant steamer at the dock. 

Shrapnel buret over the outskirts of the 
town and stray shots killed and wounded 
civilians. Bodies could be seen hanging 
from telegraph pole“. 


Wheeling Transfers Refugees.

THE IMMIGRANT. 

To the average American the immigrant 
is a “problem.” The spokesman of this 
class of citizens, whether occupying the 
chair of sociology in a university or a seat 
in the house of representatives, generally 
takes an extreme view of the alien situa- 
tion in this country. When an immigration 
measure comes up for consideration, he fre- 
quently, in a feeling of self-protection, as 
it were, sides with those who would un- 
reservedly restrict the foreign influx. 

Our alien population without a doubt pre- 


sents many social and economic problems. 


But it is only a half knowledge of the im- 
migrant situation in this country that will 


Inellne one to view this situation as a peril. 


The immigrant is American’s man-of-all- 
work and his destiny is working iteelf out 
with the destiny of the country. 

Dighty-five per cent of all the labor in 
the slaughtering and meat packing indus- 
tries is done by alien laborers. They mine 
seven-tenths. of our bituminous coal. They 
do 78 per cent of the work in all the woolea 
milla, nine-tenths of all the labor in the 
cotton mills, and make nineteen-twentieths 
of all the clothing. Immigrants manufac- 
ture more than half the shoes in the coun- 
try. Half the collars, cuffs, and shirts ie 


all the leather output, make half the gloves, 
four-fifths of our furniture, half the tobacco 
and cigara, and nearly all our sugaf: In 
the fron and steel industries immigrants 


Share the greatest risks. 


The list could be extended almost in- 
definitely. The few figures mentioned, how- 
ever, show how great and inseparable a fac- 
tor the immigrant has become in American 
life and prosperity. Little cause there is to 

speak of an alien peril when alien adults 
fill our workshops and alien children jam our 
public schools.

Sir Lionel Carden, the present British am- 
bassador to Mexico, has the reputation, 
whether deserved or not, of being useful 
in the British diplomatic service in places 
where the acts of the British representative 
are not expected to square with the words 
of the British ministry—when the British 
policy is to be publicly expressed as one 
thing and privately worked out as another.

CONSUMPTION WAR FUNDS. 
HE United Charities of Chicago gave 
help to 16,060 people last year. A 

analysis of the reasons why help was 
needed shows that illness was the 
cause in 6,564. This does not include 


and some other groups to which illness con- 

tributed.

Any charity, whether it is maintained as 

a philanthropy or is supported by govern- 


in dependency. Of the 6,564 cases where 
help was needed because of disease, tufier 
culosis furnished 1,545. The charity agents 
have found, as every one finds who works 
to help his fellow man, that consumption 
leads all diseases as a producer of depend- 
ency. It even leads intemperance. 

In the United Charities list consumption 
stands at 1,545, and intemperance at 1, 
This is one ‘of the reasons for believing ‘that 
the consumption Sart is worth while. | 


Funds for the epic fight are 
raised by the sale of Christmas seals. The 
tuberculosis societies rarely get funds from 
any other source, Those communities that 
have no hospitals, sanitaria or nurses con- 
tribute no money to the consumption fight 
except by using seals. Moreover, most of i 
nurses and some of the dispensaries are su 
ported by local societies largely from fun 
secured through the sale of seals. 

The seals dre not government 6 
They do not take the place of postage. I 
have before me an envelope from Canada 
on which the postage stamp bas been can- 
celed by a stamp which advertises the con- 
sumption movement. 

Our government does not go quite that far. 
It permits the use of seals on the envelope, 
but they must be placed away from the 
space where the postage stamp belongs. 


. 

Of the money received from the sale 3 
seals, the American Red Cross gets 10 
cent. This is to pay the cost of prin 0 
and sending out the seals. The remainder 
is divided between the state tuberculosis 
society and the local society. The percentage 


| going to the state society varies in the dif- 


ferent states. Generally it is about 12 per 
cent. Thus about 80 per cent of the money 
spent for seals is spent at home.

HAVE HUMIDIFIER ATTACHED. 

W. G. writes: I have steam heat in my 
house, and have a hygrometer. However, I 
am ignorant of what the proper humidity 
should be, and the table with the instrument 
fails to tell. As my radiators are closed 
ones, I cannot admit moisture from them 
through an air valve, as was recommended 
by you some time ago. I notice that dishes 
placed on radiators do not seem to produce 
much effect. A concern, n New York is 
making small fountains run by a little elec- 
tric motor and pump, throwing the water ina 
spray a foot or more into the air and con- 
tinuing so long as the current is turned on 
and the basin contains water. This is made 
primarily for ornamental purposes. But, if 
run for an hour or so a day, would it provide 
the proper humidity? I do not know where 
to find anything made for steam radiators 
to provide humidity.” 


. REPLY. 

Around 50 is the best humidity, all things consid- 
ered. A steamfitter could attach a humidifier to 
your radiator. I have had no experience with the 
spray device, but my offhand opinion is that it 
would give you enough humidity.

MOISTURE SUPPLY METHOD. 

P. E. L. writes: W. B. asks for informa- 
tion on a simple means to supply moisture 
tin a room heated by a hot water radiator. 
I made a galvanized pan three-quarters of 
an inch in width, six inches deep, and as 
long as the radiator, about two feet; placed 
about ten sheets or strips of blotting paper 
eighteen inches wide and two feet long in the 
box, and filled it full of water. Then I 
slipped the box in the end of the radiator 
Im one of the openings]. I have to fill it 
avery day, but that is easily done,” 

REPLY. | 

This is not enough, though ft is a help. The 
blotting paper addition to the water pan is good. 
Bome kind of wick is necessary when the water in 
the pan is but slightly heated.

was allowed to style herself by his title, but 


has always been known as the Countess of 
Totta-Gugiielma. Still another union de- 
scribed in the Almanach de Gotha as un- 
equal in birth is that of Miss Elise Hensler 
of Boston, a noted soprano of its churches in 
her day, to the late King Ferdinand of Por- 
tugal, great-grandfather of King Manuel. 
She received thetitle of Countess Edla, under 
which she still survives. Several other in- 
stances of the same nature could be men- 
tioned.

York, daughter of William Rhinelander 
Stewart and of the woman who now is Mrs.

Among the most flagrant instances of the 
unwarranted assumption of historic names 
and titles in France is that of an individual 
who coolly styles himself Prince de Lux- 
embourg-Ligny.“ and who on the strength 
of these borrowed peacock plumes is about 
to contract a wealthy marriage, which has 
been announced in certain of the French pa- 
pers. Of course, the man in question finds 
no place in the Almanach de Gotha. 

If I call attention to the matter it is because 
the old Vicomtesse de Durfort, one of the 
most influential grande dames of the noble 
Faubourg, in Paris, has written in her own 
name and in that of her children, as daugh- 
ter of the late Edouard de Montmorency, last 
authentic Prince de Luxembourg and Duke 
of Beaumont, to protest against the usurpa- 
tion of her father’s honors. Associated with 
her in the protest are the Counts and Coun- 
tesses of Hunolstein, children of her sister 
Marie, who died some years ago. 

There is today no French family that has 
any right to the patronymic of Montmorency, 
the title of Luxembourg, or to that of Duke 
of Beaumont. The last prince inherited from 
an ancestor, who died in 1327, the title con- 
ferred in that year by the then king of France 
of premier baron of Christendom.” 

There is today a Duke of Montmorency, a 
title created by Napoleon III., to the intense 
indignation of the old French aristocracy. 
At the time of the death of the last Duke de 
Montmorency (of the ancient and illustrious 
line), in 1862, Napoleon III., distressed by 
the manner in which his court of the Tuiller- 
ies was boycotted by the old French aristoo- 
racy, sought by every means to attract them 
thither. Among those who were led by im- 
pecuniosity to respond to his advances was 


Count Adalbert de Talleyrand-Perigord, 


younger brother of the then Prince de Sagan, 
who died as Duke of Talleyrand and Peri- 
gord.

Napoleon found for him a very rich bride 
in the person of Mile. Carmen Aguado, whose 
father, as a Franco-Spanish financier, 
played a very important role in Paris while 
the empire lasted. On the same occasion 
Napoleon created a new dukedom of Mont- 
morency and bestowed it upon Adalbert de 
Talleyrand-Perigord ae a reward for his ad- 
hesion to the empire, basing the grant of the 
honor on the fact that Adalbert’s mother 


had been the sister of the last Duke of Mont- 


morency of the old line. 

The creation anew of so ancient and illus- 
trious a dukedom by Napoleon, and above all 
its acceptance by Adalbert Talleyrand-Peri- 
gord, exoited a atorm of protest from the old 
French aristocracy, among them being the 
late Edouard de Montmorency, Prince of 
Luxembourg, who denounced Adalbert pub- 
licly in a manner that, according to conti- 
nental European ideas, should have led him 
to demand satisfaction or the fleld of honor. 
The fact that the new fledged Duke de Mont- 
morency kept silent under the storm of de- 
nunciation completed the social discredit by 
which he was overtaken and from which he 
never recovered.

Italian immigrants I had seen in the United 
states on one occasion being laughed at be- 
cause they continually jumped up to get off 
the train at the wrong stations. 


Sees Boxer Rebellion Here. 
„When the Chinese classed all foreigners 
as ‘foreign devils,’ the Boxer rebellion fol- 
lowed. A similar condition will follow in this 
country if we hold the same attitude towards 
the foreigner who comes to our shore.” 
Bishop Hughes said we were in debt to the 
immigrant by instinct, history, and the 
claims of religion.

INJURIES NOT SERIOUS.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—Scores of women and 
children were trampled on and several were 


severely injured in a fight between suffragists | 


‘and police in the east end. Miss Zelle Emer- 
son of Michigan, who has been an active suf- 
fragist for more than a year, was arrested. 

The fight, which lasted only three minutes, 
was one of the roughest and noisiest in the 
whole struggle of women for the vote. Syl- 
via Pankhurst's centingent of the suffrage 
foroes has long been accustomed to use Bow 
Baths in the winter as a public meeting place 
for suffrage gatherings. Certain of the mu- 
nicipal councilors opposed the renting of 

the hall, and a lease was refused to the suf- 
fragists recently. 
Refuse to Obey Police. 

Miss Emerson led 200 militants to the 

homes of the councilors today to tell them 


what the women thought of their action. . 


The police tried in vain to dissuade the suf- 
fragists from the proect, and about thirty 
mounted policemen and seventy on 1 8 ac- 
‘companied the procession. 

When the suffragists had reached ‘a nar- 
row street called Tomlins Grove, off Bow 
street, Miss Emerson halted the procession 
and began to make a speech. The command- 
er of the police guard ordered herarrest. As 
several of the policemen started forward to 
carry out the order the women and men near 
Miss Emerson drew close around her and re- 
sisted the efforts of the police to pass 
through. 

When the American suffragist was finally 
in the hands of the police there waz a furious 
fight te rescue her. The police were ordered 
to charge the whole mob. The mounted men 
rode through the throng, hurling men and 
women and children to the ground. The 
policemen rode furiously through the dimly 
lighted street, accompanied by a storm of 
curtes and yells, until the street was cleared. 
Miss Emerson was not seriously hurt. 


SUFFRAGISTS AFTER HEFLIN. 

Montgomery, Ala., Dec. 14.—{Special.|—Al- 
abama’suffragists are after Congressman J. 
Thomas Heflin, who has been making anti- 
suffrage speeches at Washington. Heflin 
made his latest attack on suffrage last week, 
and the women want Heflin to explain how 
it happened that his speech bore such a 
marked resemblance to an interview given 
out by a mere woman, Mrs. W. L. Shepperd 
of this city. 

The suffragists have been using the deadly 
parallel, and they allege that the epigrams 
with which Heflin's speech bristled had ap- 
peared long ago in the interview given by 
Mrs. Shepperd.

Shepperd’s interview 
are pointed out. The suffragists say Heflin 
must answer how he, bitter against suffrage, 
came to think the same thoughts and use the 
same language in a recent speech as Mra. 
Shepperd in an interview given long ago. 
Mrs. Shepperd is a social leader in Montgom- - 
ery and is stoutly opposed to suffrage.

special convention plan. The advocates of 
the idea, therefore, will have the support 
of Mr. Cummins and other leading Progres- 
sives, as well as the party organization known 
as the Republican congressional commit- 
tee. 


Hilles Will Be Neutral. 

While Charles D. Hilles, chairman of the 
national committee, is understood to be op- 
posed to the special convertion plan, he will 
not make a fight agarnst it. It is the under- 
standing that Mr. Hilles and other officers 
connected with the national committee rather 
resent the militant attitude assumed in the 
matter by the congressional committee. 

National Committeeman Maxson of Ne.

QUESTION NO. 110. 

I have a total net annual income of $2,900, 
derived entirely from bonds which are tax- 
able at the source. The bonds, however, 
provide that the debtor corporation shall 
pay the interest thereon without deduction 
on account of any income tax. I do not pro- 
pose to claim my exemption, but will permit 
the debtor corporation to pay the taxes op 
the bonds direct. Can I claim from the gov- 
ernment the amount of money eo paid by the 
debtor oorporation?

If the stock is paid for out of a 
surplus earned and accrued prior to the 
passage of the income tax law and the 
corporation hag not paid the normal tax 
of 1 per cent on that portion of its net 
earnings I believe’ that such stock divi- 
dend, although declared and paid in so 
many shares of stock, is in fact income to 
the stockholder and subject to the income 
tax according to its market value; but if 
a stock dividend is declared from the 
earnings or surplus accruing to acorpo- . 
ration since the passage of the federal 
income tax law the corporation is obliged 
to pay the income tax of 1 per cent on 
that portion of its net earnings and the 
stock dividend is thereby exempt from 
further tax in the hands of the stock- 
holder.

“NAVAL HOLIDAY” PROPOSAL 
WINS FAVOR AMONG GERMANS. 
Pian Put Forward by Congress Liked 


Better than That Offered by Great 
„Britain. 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—The large majority by 
which the “naval holiday resolution passed 
the American house, of representatives has 
attracted interest and favorable comment 
from peace lovers in Germany, and the atti- 
tude of the United States on the proposal that 
international naval construction be discon- 
tinued for one year is regarded as one of pos- 
gible far-reaching influence.

BARTZEN-BURG GANG TO TRY 
AGAIN FOR COMMITTEE CONTROL 


Reported That Democratic Majority on 
County Board Will Make New At- 
tempt to Revite Rules Today. 


The Democratic majority of the county 
board under the double leadership of Com- 
missioners Bartzen and Burg will attempt 
today, according to report, to force through 
standing committees of their own making. 
An effort is to be made to revise the rules 
which place the committee power exclusively 
in the president.

Supt. Potts Wants Foreign 
_ Concerns to Furnish Data 
from Home Offices. 


SEES BUSINESS GROWING. 


Seeks to Learn to What Extent 
Alien Companies Share 
American Premiums, 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT: 

Fire insurance men are considerably inter- 
ested in the instructions that State Supt. 
Rufus M. Potts of the Illinois insurance de- 
partment will send out to foreign fire com 
panies regarding their annual statements for 
the close of the year. The insurance depart- 
ment heretofore has accepted the affidavits 
of United States or western managers as to 
the reinsurance transactions of their com- 
panies, 

An affidavit is required giving the names of 
companies or associations which reinsure 
any part of the buainess of a company during 
the year. 

Supt. Potts has been making an investiga- 
tion of reinsurance operations, and states 
that he finds that a number of companies 
have treaties with foreign rei com- 
panies that operate in this country, that 
these reinsurance companies, in turn, have 
treaties with companies abroad which are 
not Mcensed in this country, and which, 
therefore, secure a large amount of business 
in this way. 


Considerable Business Ceded. 
American underwriters see in the immense 
reinsurance transactions a grave menace to 
the regular agency companies whose busi- 
ness is being taken away through the foreign 
reinsurance channels. Last year 12 per cent 
of the entire premium receipts of admitted 


fire Insurance companies were absorbed by 


the reinsurance companies. 

The regular companies are writing exceed- 
ingly large lines and ceding a considerable 
portion to reinsurance companies. 


Seeks Extent of Reinsurance. 
Supt. Potts, therefore, is endeavoring to 
strike at the home offices of these companies 
to ascertain how much of the business they 
retain and how much is reinsured in com- 
panies that are unknown on this side of the 
ocean.
